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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record taught or suggested a conveyor which included a vacuum zone that had a transverse 
width about equal to the desired folded transverse width of the body portion of the pant-like 
garment wherein the body portion was in contact with the vacuum zone. The reference to 
Japanese Patent c 364 failed to teach the use of vacuum for the conveyor system and the conveyor 
which had the Velcro. The reference referred to Westphal and was certainly aware of the use of 
vacuum fro retaining the undergarments on the conveyor, but chose specifically to use Velcro. 
While the admitted prior art retained the undergarments with vacuum as well as Westphal, there 
is no reason to look to the reference to Japanese Patent '364 who is retaining the undergarments 
with Velcro nor is there any reason to use materials other than Velcro on the conveyor in the 
operation of Japanese Patent '364. Westphal, who suggested the use of the vacuum conveyor, 
does not convey the undergarments in the same fashion as does Japanese Patent c 364 or 6the 
admitted prior art and thus, there is no reason to believe that the conveyor mechanism in 
Westpahl would have been appropriate for the operation and would have provided the vacuum 
completely across the transverse width of the body of the undergarment to be folded. 

It should be noted that the terminal disclaimer submitted 12-18-03 has been reviewed and 
accepted. The double patenting rejection previously made has therefore been overcome.
